Election/Restrictions

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added.

Each one of the figures listed have different technical 
features from one another. Also, some of the features as claimed are taught by some of the 
prior arts submitted on the IDS.
